WHY STUDY PHILOSOPHY, the 'next- 
ranking question to the age-old student ^ 
adage of “why study at all, is being whis- 
pered across the Collegeville leas again. \ 
Philosophy has become a required course in 'l 
all semesters of a student’s life at St. Joer ‘ 
Why this branch is thrust upon collegians \ 
with such renewed vigor was brought out < 
the other day by Dean Father Lucks. 

Father pointed out that if you looked 
down among the bylaws of a Catholic col- 
lege, you. found^a number of aims. One of 
these states that it is the college’s duty to 
develop leaders. 

Now no young Catholic layman can take 
a position in parish and social activity 
unless he can think. And when he thinks 
and makes decisions or advocates policies, 
he wants to be grounded in right reason. 

And there is nothing that can quite equal 
-four years of concrete-pouring with true 
Catholic Philosophy to build a real founda- 
tion. \ 

Philosophy isn’t directly practical. 4 It 
doesn’t aim to show students how to be an 
expert arc-welder or a cabinet maker. It 
won’t even make a journalist out of the best 
Aristotelian-Thomistic proponent. 

But it shows a man how to use his head. 
And that is becoming an increasingly 
vital thing in today’s confused world.
